RADIO PROBLEMS 
UP AT CONVENTION

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—The third 
national radio conference got down 
to work today on 
the solution 
of 
myriad problems that have 
grown 
up with the almost overnight devel­ 
opment of ropular radio. 
Announcement by Secretary Hoov­ 
er of the personnel 
of 
seven sub­ 
committees charged with a detailed 
study of the problems of the confer­ 
ence was followed by the reading oí 
a technical paper by George K. Bur­ 
gess, director of the bureau of stand­ 
ards of the commerce department in 
which he described results 
of the 
bureau’s latest researches in radio. 
His paper analyzed the possibili­ 
ties of 
using 
ultra-high 
powered 
broadcasting stations .expressing the; 
belief that if some of the super sta-1 
tions were 
geographically 
isolated 
from the smaller ones—for instance. 
30 miles from the larger cities—both 
classes of stations could operate at 
once with no more interference with 
each other than is experienced be­ 
tween ordinary 
stations 
operating 
: within tho same city today. 
Discussing problems of radio inter­ 
ference Mr. Burgess said that when 
ships of the sea discontinue present 
sending appartus and adopt the con­ 
tinuous wave system, radio will en­ 
ter a new stage of perfection. 
The conference committees went 
! into session immediately after pre- 
j sen tat ion of the paper, first to elect 
a central committee to co-ordinate 
I their work and later to begin a prac­ 
tical study of the problems assigned 
to each.
